These  exotic  figures  stand- 
ing on  shaped  dais  enriched  with  satyr-masks,  are  framed  with  a 
magnificiently  scrolled  border,  entwined  among  which  are  grotesque 
animal  forms,  flowers  and  mascarons  in  heavy  leaf  gilding  and 
tooled  work. 

This  exceedingly  charming  French  screen  in  the  Persian  taste  was 
obtained  from  the  private  collection  of  a  former  French  ambassador 
residing  near  Bordeaux.
